CHASE OF TOWN’S ELECTRIC PLANT AND PER- 


‘MISSION SOUGHT FROM PUBLIC UTILITY 
COMMISSIONERS TO GIVE THAT COM- 
PANY TEN-YEAR FRANCHISE 


‘Ever watchful of the interests of the ratepayers 

of our town, and indeed the citizenry at large, the 
Town Council at its meeting on Friday last made a 
step in the right direction when the matter of the 
granting of a franchise to the Calgary Power Co., was 
sought for the purpose of taking over the present 
plant owned by the Town and_ for the supplying, 
for at least the next ten years all the electric energy 
required here. 
Mr C. C. Planche who reprsented the company was 
present at the meeting, and explained in great detail 
every last point which could be raised with regard 
to the advantages to be derived by the people of 
Wainwright, and it must be fully confessed that 
these are legion, and the Council were heartily in 
accord with the project . 

The proposition as outlined, to put it in plain par- 
lance, is that the company will take over the Town’s 
electric utility as at present constituted with the 
distributioin system as it is at present operating and 


will overhaul it and put it in first-class shape, so that 


it will be able to carry any load which will be asked 
from it at present. This work is all to be completed 
on or before November 1st, 1928, so as to be in read-. 
iness for next winter’s peak demand, and, also, so as 
to take care of all demands upon the plant until such 
time as the local supply can be obtained from the 
step-down transformers which will eventually be 
built as a portion of the ‘‘hook-up’’ of the great hy- 
dro power system which is to finally cover almost 
the whole of the province, This work is to be complet- 
ed not later than 1930 according to the terms of the 
franchise which will be sought from the burgesses 
of our town after the same has passed the Utilities 
Board in Edmonton. 

As soon as the plant is taken over and put into 
shape, ‘the current is to be available in continuity; ie 
a full 24-hour service every day (Sundays included) 


vand also the rate is o be cut to an amount of approx- 


imately forty per cent. less than the present rates 
being , charged, with an added factor that as soon 
as the system is linked in with the greater hydro 
system there will be a further reduction of possibly 
another one cent per kw. to tlie consumer; this being 
dated for not later than the fall of 1930. 

With regard to the town’s own light bill, the street 
lighting system as at present in vogue will be used 
and charged for as formerly, with the added attrac- 
tion that nothing less’ than 250 ¢.p. lamps are to be 
used in place of’ the 100 ¢.p. lamps at present install- 
ed. This series lighting will thus entail no extra ex- 
pensse, but will give a far greater lighting of the 
town at the same cost. 

This means that the electric energy consumer. 
whether by way of lighting, heating, commercial 
use, - or otherwise, will receive the full benefits of a~
